‘Yecommend, the details of such legislation. Ho 
would be {pleased beyond measure if ongresa 
would adopt every detail of tho plan recom- 
mended by the recent committee of bankers aud 
business mou.

Japan adopted a gold standard in 1896, and 
exporters of her ten sre therafore tunaffectod 
by the price of silver.
